Authoritative sources in Jerusa- 
lem said Jast night that Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon would not sub- 
mit any new proposals in his forth- 
coming meeting in Washington with 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger.

Maccabi World Union tries but... 
No success in lifting 
ban on South Africans

RAMAT GAN. — The Maccabi 
World Union (MWU) has falled 
to get four international sports 
federations to lift their bans on 
South African athletes from taking 
part in the Maccabiah. The bans 
were imposed several Γ 
by the track end feld, bo: ¥ 
weightlifti and wrestling “fede- 
rations, and resulted in the un- 
precedented exclusion of South 
African athletes from all these 
sports at the Ninth Maccabiah 


games in 1973. 
The MWU's efforts to have the 


ταῦτ rescinded included a visit 
last year to the Lausanne head- 
quarters of the four sporting or- 
ganizations by Union chatrman Is- 
rael Peled, the Mayor of Ramat 
Gan, and deputy-chairman Haim 
Wein. But the federations stated that 
the bans will remain in force. 

The Maccablah is one of some 
half-dozen regional games granted 
official! recognition by the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, and the 
MWU thus has to abide by the 
rulings of this committee and all 
the sports federations associated with 
it. The four in question have all sus- 
pended South Africa because it 
practises racielism in sport. Since 
the 1973 games the International 
Swimming Federation hes taken 
similar action and South African 
swimmers may now also be barred 
from the 10th Maccabiah, scheduled 
to take place from July 10 to July 
22, 1977. 

During Friday’s concluding ses- 
sions of the new International Mac- 
cabiah Games Committee (IMGC) 
at Kfar Hamaccablah here, The 
Jerusaicm Post learned that plans

US. millionaire 
saves Aston Martin 


LONDON (AP). — The Aston Mar- 
tin Company, makers of the luxury 
British sports car used by royalty, 
was rescued from collapse on Friday 
night by a business combine headed 
by American millionaire Peter Spra- 
gue. 

The Sprague group of U.S, Can- 
nodian and British Interests paid 
$2.52m. to take over the firm, that 
ceased on December 30 
and went Into voluntary liquidation. 

Aston Martin valued itself by at 
jJeast $4.8m., but creditors recom- 
mended the bid be accepted. 


BRUSSELS --- Two new 
European wine scandals — a case 
of fraud and a controversial sale 
to Russia — are about to be un- 
earked, Common Market officials 
said recently.

they said, is a French request that 
Common Market taxpayers spend 
some $50m. to subsidize wine sales 
te Moscow. 

Both cases involve French wine, 
they said, and both result from 8. 
huge “take” of surplus European 
wine, estimated at about 1.25 billion 
bottles worth. 

Coming as a chaser to last year’s 
scandal involving adulterated French 
Bordeaux, both also are expected to 
further the image of Eu- 
rope’s billion-doliar wine industry. 

The officials sald Common Market 
experts learned that high-quality 
Bordeaux was being exported legal- 
ly to Germany, where ft was re- 
labelled illegally as ordinary table 
wine of unknown origin. Then, they 
ssid, it was re-exported to other 
nations — both inside and outside 
the Common Market. 

The reason for this, they sald, 15 
that exporters of low-quality wines 
get a special border subsidy amount- 
ing to about 10 per cent of the wine's 
value. High-quality wines do not 
qualify for this subsidy. 

Ordinarily, such a fraud would be 
pointless because the low-quality 
wine must be sold at 2 much lower 
price.

§mcome per ordinary share amount- 
ed to 32.33.17, compared to IL7.31 
in 1973. 

In October, IDB distributed bonus 
shares at a rate of 25 per cent 
(or one share for every four ordin- 
ary, or "B” shares). Holders of

WASHINGTON (Ofns). --- 
THERE IS NO reasonable’ doubt 
left that Cambodla and South Viet-

certainly be Communist-dominated 
and anti-American. The aims and 
efforts of the last 20 years will have 
been utterly in vain. 


So rapid and so decisive hasbeen ᾿ 


the deterioration in both countries 
that Americans, from the Secretary 
of State down to the man in the 
street, are not yet able to think 
straight about what it all means. 
Despite the colossal military and 
economic aid of the last 10 years, 
the two governments are falling 
over at the first serious push, with 
the same certain acceleration of a 
domino when toppled beyond its 
point of balance. There are conse- 
quences in other. neighbouring 
countries, too. Thailand, for ins- 
tance, ig asking for the U.S, .milit- 
ary apparatus there to be with- 
drawn. 

It is clearly time to examine 
agam the domino theory, since for 
the first time since its invention 
two decades ago it appears to have 
some force. Will Hanoi now exert 
control over Saigon, and Phnom 
Penh, and then Lacs and Thailand, 
with Singapore and Malaysia to 
come? Will this deadly expansion 
be master-minded in Peking? Now 
that the Communists have not been 
stopped in South Vietnam, will the 
Americans, as Lyndon Johnson 
threatened, have to fight them on 
the beaches of California?
